Nixon places ceiling on meat prices

President Nixon has modified his 
Phase III economic program in the 
face of a consumer revolt against 
rapidly

decreed a rigid ceiling on beef, pork 
and lamb prices. 
Nixon announced his move in a 
televised address to the nation 
Thursday 
night, 
saying 
the 
c e i li n g —e f f e c t i v e 
i m m e d i ­ 
ately—would be retained “as long as 


it is necessary to do the job.“ 
“Meat prices must not go higher,” 
he said. 
The order placed a lid on most 
meat prices at the highest level of 
the past 30 days. Farm ers were 
exempted from the rule, as they 
have 
been 
throu gh ou t 
the 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n ' s 
e c o n o m i c 
stabilization program, but the rest 
of 
the 
food 
industry 
—from 
s l a u g h t e r h o u s e 
to

market—was covered. 
Nixon s action was the toughest he 
has taken yet to combat soaring food 
prices. It came just three davs 
before the formal start of an “ April 
Fool's Week nationwide meat boy­ 
cott, whose initial effects already 
have 
caused 
sharp 
changes 
in 
livestock prices. 
The President's program was 
immediately denounced by some 
influential members of Congress. 


Chairman W. R. Poage. D-Tex., of 
the House Agriculture Committee 
said the program would reduce the 
le pi 
supply of meat and “ likely lead to 
a “ black m arket.” 
Banking 
Committee 
Chairman 
Wright Patman, D-Tex., said the 
imposition of the ceiling was “a 
distinct relief” but added it was 
inadequate 
because 
the 
entire 
economy needs stabilizing and this 
cannot Be done with controls “on a 


few items.” 
Three paragraphs describing the 
new price control measure were 
sandwiched into Nixon’s 20-minute 
speech, in which he praised the 
conduct of returning prisoners of 
war, thanked “the great majority of 
Americans” 
who 
supported 
his 
Vietnam War policies and asked 
support for his budget cutbacks. 
The President’s speech coincided 
with

Price of pork climbs 
despite President's ceiling

Beef prices held steady today but 
pork continued to climb in cost at 
livestock markets despite President 
Nixon’s meat price ceiling which 
was to take immediate effect. 
Early 
trading 
at 
midwestern 
livestock 
markets 
showed 
hog 
prices rose from $3 to $4 per 
hundredweight since Thursday when 
they went up from $5-$6 at several 
key markets and established new 
one-day 
increase 
records. 
The 
freeze did not apply to live cattle, 
hogs and sheep. 
Cattle receipts at the yards were 
low as they normally are on Friday 
and in some areas there were not 
enough on hand to test the prices. 
High choice and prime steers, for 
example, stayed at $47 per hundred 
pounds 
at the Joliet Livestock 
market, 
successor 
to 
the 
old 
Chicago Stockyards. 
Many 
economists, 
cattlemen, 
f a r m e r s 
and 
price-buffeted 
housewives said the President’s 
action would have little effect, if any 
at all, on holding the line on food 
costs. 


Republican Sen. Roman L. Hruska 
of Nebraska, a top stock and feed 
state, said the President’s advisers 
had given him “very poor counsel. . 
. the benefits to the consumer, if 


any, will be very short term .” 
It was deplorable, Hruska said, 
that meat was being singled out as 
the culprit “when increases in the 
prices of virtually every other com­ 
modity. . . has far outstripped the 
increase in the price of m eat.” 
Cattlemen and farmers said the 
imposition 
of 
price 
curbs 
will 
discourage production of livestock 
and the organizers of next week's 


boycott said they plan to go ahead as 
scheduled in their drive to push 
down meat prices. 


Rep. Benjamin S. Rosenthal, D- 
N.Y., charged in Washington that 
Nixon’s action was an attempt to 
“cripple" various boycott efforts, 
and “now more than ever lower food 
prices are riding on the success or 
failure of those boycotts.”

Sources close to a special Senate 
committee said McCord indicated 
he would be willing to tell the panel 
about

espionage and sabotage during the 
1972 presidential campaign, besides 
the break-in of the Democrats' 
Watergate headquarters, if he were 


granted 
immunity 
from 
further 
prosecution. 
McCord 
testified 
Wednesday 
before the Senate panel and is 
scheduled 
to 
go 
before 
the 
committee again next Wednesday. 


McCord was said to have told the 
investigators that H. R. Haldeman, 
White House chief of stalf, was 
aware of the plot to bug the 
Democratic headquarters.

MprnrH’s tpstimonv was based on 


information passed to him by other 
persons and that he could not 
provide concrete evidence to back 
up the allegation. 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
said the three-month postponement 
in McCord's sentencing was needed 
to provide time for coordination of 
the various inquiries into the June 
17. 1972. break-in and bugging at the 
Watergate building. 
McCord, who could get up to 60 
years in prison for his part in the 
affair, was allowed to remain free 
on $100.000 bond. 


Bill introduced to help 


Lompoc hospital proposal

MacGillivray has introduced a bill 
that would bypass a state Health 
Planning Council edict and clear the 
way for construction of a 74-bed 
convalescent hospital in Lompoc. 


MacGillivray said there is need 
for additional long term or skilled 
nursing facilities in the Lompoc 
area and that his legislation would 
speed the Lompoc Hospital District 
project to the construction stage. 


Lompoc’s plans for construction 
of the facility at Walnut Avenue and 
Third Street and for expansion of the 
acute care facility on Hickory 
Avenue have been delayed for 
months 
because 
of 
the 
state 


council’s refusal to okay the project. 
Voters approved a $1.5 million 
bond issue at an election in June of 
last year and the hospital board had 
hoped to break ground on the project 
in September. 
MacGillivray’s legislation even if 
approved by the legislature, would 
solve only part of the problem for 
the trouble-plagued hospital project. 
Kenneth 
D. 
Wicks, 
hospital 
administrator, 
said 
today 
the 
hospital directors must decide what 
adjustments must be made to meet 
the 
added 
cost 
of 
new 
state 
earthquake standards for design of 
medical facilities. 
Preliminary estimates indicate 
the 
new 
standards 
plus 
the 
escalation of construction costs 
because of the delays may add as 


much as $360,000 to the original 
estimate 
of 
$1,033,000 
for 
the 
Hickory Avenue expansion, Wicks 
said. There was no estimate of the 
added cost for the skilled nursing 
care facility on Walnut Avenue. 
The 
problem 
has caused the 
officials to look at alternatives to 
the original plan. “ We've worked 
for more than a year now and I think 
we came up with a heck of a good 
plan,” Wicks said, “ Now to think we 
might have to start from scratch.” 
He 
was 
referring 
to 
a 
new 
proposal which would eliminate the 
basement originally planned across 
the front of the acute care facility, 
and which would locate expanded 
ancilliary care services in their own 
building. 
Original 
plans 
called 
for 
expanding such services as x-ray 
lab, within the present structure. 
The board is now considering a 
proposal to locate the services in a 
separate building which would be 
built on Hickory Avenue, to avoid the 
substantial cost of modifying the 
present hospital structure. 
The City of Lompoc has agreed to 
abandon Hickory Avenue between C 
and D Streets to permit the hospital 
to build new entranceways. That 
lan may have to be changed, now, 
u t 
W i c k s 
s a i d 
p r e s e n t 
considerations are preliminary and 
tentative. 
The only part of the original 
project that appears to have clear 
sailing is a new coronary care unit 
which is proposed for C Street, south 
of the present hospital. The board 
decided some weeks ago to go ahead 
with that part. 
Meanwhile the Channel Counties 
Medical Health Planning Council 
has approved a modification of 
plans from the original request for 
74 skilled nursing beds to 50 and for 
the addition of 32 board and care 
beds. That would bring the total to 
82, but eight of the skilled nursing 
beds would be retained in the acute 
care facility, Wicks said. 
That proposal will be placed 
before a subcommittee of the state 
council at a meeting in Visalia April 
25. 


Two more loads of 
POWs on way to U.S. 


CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (UPI) — The United States airlifted two 
planeloads of flag-waving American prisoners of war home today, men who 
were among the last to leave their prison camps in North Vietnam. 
“Thank God for people like you and that wonderful American spirit that 
has never died,” said Navy Lt. Cmdr. Phillip A. Kientzler, 32, Poway, 
Calif., the last pilot shot down prior to the cease-fire agreement. “Even in 
our darkest hours we knew you would never forget us.” 


Kientzler, who was shot down Jan. 27, the day before the cease-fire went 
into effect, led 14 men onto a C141 flying to Travis Air Force Base, Calif. A 
plane left earlier carrying 18 men bound for Kelly AFB, Tex. The 32 were 
released by the Viet Cong Tuesday. 
Their departure left 116 American POWs and a Canadian at Clark Air 
Base undergoing reprocessing. More of these men were expected to leave 
this weekend. 


The men flying home and those left at Clark were the last of 587 U.S. 
POWs released by the Communists in conjunction with the withdrawal of 
American troops from South Vietnam. An Army captain was still held by 
the Viet Cong but he was expected to be released next week. . 
All the men released this week by North Vietnam were shot down within 
the past year. Most are in excellent physical condition and have few person­ 
al problems because of their relatively short stay in captivity. 


A reliable military source said the most recent returnees from North 
Vietnam do not have the torture stories that were being related by the 
prisoners released earlier and now in the United States. 
About 100 dependents at Clark Air Base saw the 32 men off today, loading 
them down with leis and posters, kisses, cheers and hugs. 
Nader hits auto industry

Academic and skinny, his hands 
continually wandering in and out of 
the pockets of his worn blue suit, the 
nation’s toughest consumer, Ralph 
Nader, told a Hancock College 
audience last night of man made 
environmental hazards.

industry was his first and heaviest 
target. 


As a rule of thumb, the wavy 
haired immigrants’ son said, about 
70 per cent of the auto fatalities in 
the last 15-20 years need not have 
died but for the negligence of the 
auto manufacturers. Death by auto 
is the fourth most common fatality 
in the country, he tallied, with some 
53,000 perishing last year.

of U.S. advertising and American’s 
habit of not applying the individual 
moral principals they learn to large 
corporations. 


“ We have all seen the sharp edges 
on automobiles,” Nader opened in 
an untheatrical, level voice, “over 
the headliners, the bristling grill 
patterns, the tail fins, all the rest. 
“Functionally their purpose is to 
protect the automobile from the 
pedestrian. Instead of slamming 
against a flat metal surface, he (the 
pedestrian) will slam against a 
sharp, metal protrusion.” 


If 
a 
l o c a l 
b l a c k s m i t h 
manufactured cars which killed our 
friends with unnecessary cutting 
edges, Nader paralleled, we would 
become morally indignant. But we 
don’t decry auto m anufacturer’s 
negligence, he said, because they’re 
bi&and distant. 
That fully half of the people killed 
in cars are killed at impacts under 
44 miles per hour indicated, he 
suggested, that U.S. automobile 
design faults are a large factor in 
the deaths. 
But the public hasn’t regarded this 
as immoral, he said.

Campaign financing 
bill introduced 


SACRAMENTO 1U P I1 — A bill to put the public on 
“ more equal tooting 
with lobbyists by having taxpayers 
finance election campaigns for state office has been 
introduced by a Democratic assemblyman. 
“ My main purpose is to get the special interests out of the 
business of campaign financing.” said Assemblyman Bob 
Wilson of La Mesa in offering the measure <AB980i 
Thursday. 
“ At the same time, of course, we will be bringing them 
down to a more equal footing with rest of the public when it 
comes to exercising influence in government. * 
Wilson estimated it would cost Californians $12 million to 
finance general election campaigns for state executive and 
legislative offices under his bill. Primary campaigns would 
not be publicly financed. 
The bill would allow each major party candidate for 
governor to spend 10 cents per registered voter in a general 
election campaign. Three cents per voter would be 
permitted candidates for lieutenant governor, treasurer, 
controller, secretary of state,, attorney general and 
superintendent of public instruction. 
Minor party candidates would receive public funds based 
on the number of registered voters in their parties, or the 
number of votes received at the last election, whichever 
was larger. 
Legislative candidates would be allowed 23 cents per 
registered voter in their districts. This would come to about 
$50,000 for a Senate candidate and $25,000 for an Assembly 
contender. 
Wilson estimated his bill would allow gubernatorial can­ 
didates in 1974 about $927,000 for the general election. He 
said during the general election in 1970 Gov. Ronald Reagan 
spent more than $3.5 million. 


Man arrested for 
killing brother 


A 23-year-old Santa Maria man was dead of gunshot 
wounds and his 20-year-old brother was in jail on suspicion 
of murder, authorities said today. 
Dead is William Leroy Montgomery of Santa Maria. 
In jail today under investigation for homicide was 
Timothy Montgomery, also of Santa Maria. 
A Santa Maria detective said the older brother had been 
shot four times in the chest areas with what appeared to be 
a .32 caliber weapon. However the detective said an 
autopsy was under way to determine the exact cause of 
death. 
Details of the shooting were being investigated this 
morning. 


Opposition growing 
to animal ban 


Citizen opposition to a state-wide regulation banning all 
animals from beach and dunelands is mounting in Central 
California and elsewhere.

Foreman, of Houston, one of 
the country's top criminal 
lawyers, is planning to join 
with 
Yanikian's defense, 
was hailed today by the 
American 
Friends 
of 
Armenian 
Martyrs 
as 
making it virtually certain 
the court case will zero in on 
the historic case involving 
massacres of Armenians by 
the Turkish Government in 
World War I. according to 
court observers. 
Yanikian, 
a 
six-footer 
with a mass of white hair 
stretching 
down 
to 
his 
shoulders, appeared in the 
court of Superior Judge 
Floyd 
C. 
Dodson 
again 
Thursday 
at 
a 
trial 
readiness hearing. 
Some 
40 
Armenian- 
Americans—men, 
women 
and 
children— 
from 
a 
number of California cities 
were on hand, and Yanikian 
waved in friendly fashion to 
them. 
Judge Dodson said that 
with Foreman joining the 
defense he would move trial 
date from April 9 up to May 
29. Foreman was counsel 
for 
James 
Earl 
Ray, 
convicted slayer of Martin 
Luther King, 
and 
many 
other prominent defendants 
in a career stretching over 


45 years and embracing 
some 700 murder trials. 
He also had a part in legal 
proceedings arising from 
the slaying of President 
Kennedy in Texas.

It was either die or 
sign it and my attitude was I 
wasn’t going to die for a 
propaganda statement."

Last 1,300 ground 
troops reach home 


TRAVIS AFB, Calif. (UPI) - The last 1,300 ground 
troops from America’s longest war arrived home 
Thursday night to pomp and ceremony, a nippy wind and a 
lengthy customs line. 
Six C141 Starlifters carried the soldiers to United States 
soil, where they marched down a red carpet, saluted a color 
guard and to the cheers of a small crowd ended “ Operation 
Withdrawal." 
It’s been 14 years and a total involvement of 2.5 million 
Americans, many of whom returned in caskets at this same 
sprawling air base. 
The last aircraft carried 54 returnees and the colors of 
the 90th Replacement Co., which were to be furled and put 
away in a brief ceremony symbolically ending the nation's 
formal involvement in the conflict. 
Stepping from the sixth plane was the last military 
woman and the last Army man to leave Vietnam. One 
soldier carried a tennis racquet and another a souvenir 
screen presented by the North Vietnamese. 
They arrived to the same welcome accorded the return­ 
ing prisoners of war, in addition to the traditional steak 
dinner and a wait of up to two hours while going through the 
U.S. Customs check. 
“ I think we did the job we were sent to do and as all the 
speeches have said, with honor," said Air Force Col. David 
Odell, 49, Crystal Lake, 111., and one of the last two men to 
board the final plane in Saigon. “ Our mission was executed 
very well.’’ 
Air Force Chief M.Sgt. Vincent R. Jacobucci, 44, New 
York, arrived at Travis exactly one year from when his 
Vietnam duty began. 
“ I ’m glad to get the job done and to get home. I feel just 
fine," he said. “ We had a lot of things to do. We were busy 
right to the end.” 


Shooting may start new terror 


BELFAST (UPI) — Two youths on a 
motorbike sprayed a group of Roman 
Catholic teen-agers with machine-gun fire 
early today in an attack the police said 
might signal a new campaign of terror. 
The bullets wounded one girl in the 
shoulder as she stood on a street corner in 
Belfast, but missed the other youths with 
her. 
Police said they believe the gunmen 
were among the fanatical killers who have 


randomly murdered more than 125 persons 
over the past year. The attack Thursday 
followed the pattern of many of the earlier 
killings, they said. 
“They were obviously just out to kill 
someone and they didn’t care who died,” 
one officer said. 
Other gunmen early today shot two teen- 
aged boys in the knees, a traditional form 
of punishment by the Irish Republican 
Army.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
“Gay 
Rights” bill legalizing homosexuality and 
any other form of sex among consenting 
adults in private has been introduced for 
the fifth consecutive year in the Assembly. 


But 
the 
author,, 
Assemblyman 
Willie 
Brown Jr., 
D-San Francisco, 
conceded in advance he held little hope of 
the measure (AB992) being enacted into 
law this session. 
“ I think I have a better chance of getting 
the bill out of the Assembly this year than 
ever before,” Brown said Thursday. “ I 


don’t anticipate it passing the Senate.” 
Homosexual acts are illegal in California 
as are certain “ unnatural” acts between 
men and women. 
“The state doesn’t have any interest in 
being in somebody’s bedroom,” said 
Brown, an attorney who has defended 
clients on various sex charges. 
A virtually identical bill received 29 
favorable votes on the Assembly floor two 
years ago. It needed at least 41. During the 
debate, one opponent declared: “The 
capital of this state is Sacramento —not 
Sodom and Gomorrah.”

In ordering the annual 
mussel 
quarantine 
from 
May 1 to Oct. 31, Hodges 
said Wednesday that high 
toxin levels in the shellfish 
have been associated with 
heavy rainfall. This year 
was 
especially 
wet, 
he 
noted. 
Hodges said the organism 
which gives the ocean water 
a deep reddish-brown color 
known as “ red tide” is food 
for plankton feeders such as 
mussels, clams and oysters. 
The organism produces a 
highly 
potent 
poison 
in 
warm summer months and 
"appears 
to 
thrive 
on 
nutrients washed into the 


sea 
from 
land" 
during 
heavy rains, he said 
No outbreaks of paralytic 
shellfish 
poisoning 
were 
reported 
last 
year 
in 
contrast to three outbreaks 
affecting 15 persons in 1971.

Opening up education 


Knowledge is at their feet

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Knowledge can be not only 
at students’ fingertips in the 
figurative sense but also at 
their feet in a very literal 
sense thanks to one innova­ 
tion in the m o d e rn class­ 
room. 


A variety of striking de­ 
sign elements, some realis­ 
tic, some abstract, are com­ 
bined in a new floor cover­ 
ing, KinderKarpet, so that 
it becomes a virtual textbook 
on the floor. Developed com­ 
mercially by Sears, Roebuck 
and Allied Chemical in con­ 
junction with leading educa­ 
tors, it meets the essential 
technical criteria of good 
classroom decor — noise re­ 
duction, esthetic values, safe­ 
ty and comfort — while also 
functioning as 
a 
directly 
available learning tool. 
These designs, placed in 
various locations around the 
learning area, rather than in 
a cluster, tend to set up ac­ 
tivity zones for specific sub­ 
ject study. Each zone can 
become a specific play area 
for the child as well. The 
zones can establish the con­ 
cept of communities within a 
class group. 
Each design lends itself to 
various types of activities 
and the total involvement of 
the child in the activities. 
The concept of outside-in­ 
side, for example, can be­ 
come meaningful to the child 
who is physically inside or 
outside a circle. The concept 
of grouping and sets with ob­ 
jects is easy to relate when 
actual objects can be placed 
on the floor where the child 
can feel them and move 
them. The idea of “one more 
than,’’ vital if children are 
to deal rationally with count­ 
ing, becomes clear when a 
child moves more than one 
step on the checkerboard.

methods such as spans, shoe 
or pencil lengths before mov­ 
ing to the more formal one 
of feet.

Dr. Nardo and Seymour 
said the proposed new* rules, 
sought especially by Fifth 
District Supervisor Curtis 
Tunnell. of Santa Maria, are 
patterned after a similar 
rule in the San Luis Obispo 
District

some 
changes which we feel are 


improvements." 
Currently, the county's 
unincorporated areas are 
under an outdoor burning ban 
imposed on householders 


If the board approves the 
proposed new rules, the 
South Coast area of the

GREENSBORO, N.C. (UPI ) — For Lee Elder, happiness came packaged 
in a dreary, drizzly day, and now he’s praying for more of the same. 


A relaxed Elder, well aware that the Greater Greensboro Open is his last 
chance this year to become the first black golfer in the Masters, turned his 
clubs into long-range artillery here Thursday to blast a seven-under-par 64 
for the first-round GGO lead. 


Elder’s beaming smile was the brightest thing in sight as he trooped in out 
of the wet 48 degree weather to answer newsmen's questions, and he said 
"if the weather stays this way, it's going to be a different story from last 
week” —when he finished tied for sixth in the Greater New Orleans Open. 


The weatherman predicted cool weather and a 60 per cent chance of rain 
today. 
The wet weather, he said, helped glue his drives to the greens, and after 
that, it was just “ fantastic.” 


The weather didn't treat Rod Funseth, Mason Rudolph or Doug Sanders 
too badly either. They finished one stroke behind Elder at 65 and were 
followed by a logjam of six golfers clustered at five-under-nar 
That group included eight-time GGO winner Sam Snead, still going strong 
at 60; Ed Sneed, John Lister, Bert Yancey, Butch Baird and Bobby Nichols. 


Leading money winner Lee Trevino, who's expecting his share of the 
$210,000 GGO purse, even if small, to boost his season earnings past the 
$100,000 mark, was back in the pack with a 71. 
Sentimental favorite Arnold Palmer, whose final-day charge here last 
year ended in a creek surrounding the 16th hole, had a 69, but fared better 
than defending champ George Archer, who carded a disappointing 74 
Thursday. 
Elder said that being the first round leader didn't bother him at all and 
that he wasn’t worried about any pressure. 
“ I’d rather be out front,” he said and laughed.

Demos critical of 
Regan PIO activities 


SACRAMENTO (UPIi — Storm clouds are gathering in 
the legislature over Gov. Ronald Reagan's expansion of 
state government public information activities. 
Some influential Democrats view it as a not too subtle 
attempt to give the governor wider exposure for a possible 
run for another political office —the U.S. Senate or the 
presidency. 
Reagan's closest aides emphatically reject this. They 
insist the only motive is to provide Californians with more 
and better knowledge of what the executive branch is doing. 
The budding controversy seem s now centered on the 
newly created state Office of Information Services but 
spills over into the question of just how many state 
employes are actually involved in public information 
duties. 
Assemblyman Willie Brown Jr. of San Francisco, Demo­ 
cratic chairman of the budget-writing Ways and Means 
Committee, is more than skeptical about the new seven- 
member office, which has a branch in Los Angeles. 
“It's obviously Reagan's political arm ,” Brown said. 
The office, created by Reagan, is intended to increase 
public access to government and coordinate the activities

The aim also is 
to eliminate duplication and increase effectiveness. 
It is headed by veteran publicist Harvey Yorke, retired 
military information officer, public relations executive and 
adviser to San Francisco State College president S.I. 
Hayakawa. He is paid $25,000 a year. 
“ My instructions are to give the taxpayers more access 
to their government and politics be damned,” says Yorke, 
who has been on the job for about four months. 
Included on his staff are Bob McCafferty, a former Sac­ 
ramento televison news editor, and Caspar Weinberger Jr., 
an ex-San Francisco television producer and son of HEW 
Secretary Caspar W. Weinberger. 
Both operate a newly installed broadcast service in which 
radio stations may call a toll-free telephone number and 
receive taped voice actualities of executive branch news­ 
makers. 
Located in an office building near the Capitol, the 
broadcast operation resembles a radio studio, complete 
with 
soundproof 
rooms, 
microphones and 
recording 
equipment. Yorke said there are no plans to go into the 
television 
videotape 
business 
because 
“ it’s 
far too 
expensive.” 
Yorke said he has established a “track record” for 
excluding politics from the content of his programming. He 
reported Reagan's voice was offered only a half dozen 
tim es since the broadcast operation started in early 
December. 
The broadcast service performs the same function for 
radio stations as printed news releases do for newspapers, 
he said. Between 600 and 800 calls are received each week 
on the office's lines. The telephone bill runs about $2,700 a 
month. 


At a recent budget hearing, Sen. Alfred E. Alquist, D-San 
Jose, asked whether the Office of Information Services 
“wasn’t really an extension of the governor’s press office.” 
Yorke said it wasn’t, and added he had no authority to 
hire or fire any state information officers. He said he and 
Edwin Gray, Reagan s press secretary, were coequals. 
“I've got serious reservations about this whole public 
information system ,” said Alquist, who has a press aide 
himself. “If a story is worth covering, television and radio 
and the press will go out and cover it.” 
Jam es Jenkins, Reagan’s public affairs adviser and 
Yorke's direct superior, said Yorke had no “policymaking 
powers” and was hired for the new office after the 
administration became convinced that improvement was 
needed in the effectiveness of its public information 
programs. 
. . 


Currently there are 54 authorized civil service public 
information officer (PIO) slots. Most major departments 
have at least one PIO, some two. 
But it is impossible—even for the state Personnel Board 
and legislative budget com m ittees— to identify for certain 
state employes who perform information functions but are 
not clearly identified as such. 
For example, each of Reagan’s four cabinet officers has 
at least one top aide who oversees information policy affect 
the various departments in his agency. Most are in the 
$20,000-a-year category. Secretary of Health and Welfare 
Earl Brian has three “communications” assistants. 


The state Board of Equalization identifies its public infor­ 
mation 
man as a 
“tax service specialist.” In the 
Department of Corrections, he is the “chief of community 
correctional 
services.” 
In 
the 
General 
Services 
Department, an appointed deputy director handles infor­ 
mation. 
“They operate under so many different titles and roles, 
how are you going to know which are information people?” 
said a spokesman for the Personnel Board.

Repression 


During the 200 years the United States has 
been in existence, we have set an example for 
other countries around the world — through our 
relatively successful economic foundations in 
capitalism to the tenets of our Bill of Rights 
regarding basic personal and social freedoms. 
In recent years, many of our endeavors in 
helping other countries realize the success of 
our government and economics have fallen on 
hard times. Attempting to democratize other 
countries, we have found ourselves embroiled 
in bitter conflicts and have been put in the 
em barrassing 
position 
of 
supporting 
government systems diametrically opposed to 
our own. 


Situations such as these can, at times, be 
attributed to our own political interests. More 
often, 
we 
believe, 
we 
fall 
into 
such a 
circumstance simply because we are proud of 
the way our system works and we overlook the 
reasons it may not work for someone else. 


Presently, however, we are seriously failing 
as an example to others in an area we 
previously would take second place to no one — 
the area of freedom of information. Each week 
brings a new attack on the news media in this 
country. We have an interpretation of the First 
Amendment by the Supreme Court which 
seriously hampers a newsman's ability to do 
his job. It is only an interpretation and can be 
overcome through federal legislation. But the 
legislation is slow in coming. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


A much greater danger is the evaluation of 
the media by the people it serves. Through 
continuing attacks on the print and broadcast 
media by the government, the credibility of the 
media is becoming more and more suspect. 
And, of what value is press freedom when what 
we print is, at best, questioned, and at worst, 
totally discounted? 
To be sure there has been and there will be 
news reporting which is suspect. When the 
product one produces is valuable for a matter 
of hours only, and a totally new product must 
be produced every 24 hours, there are many 
areas in which mistakes occur. Little at all can 
be said for the media which intentionally 
misleads its consumers. 
However, we do not think the present 
repression of the media in this country is due to 
inaccuracy as much as to accuracy . People and 
governments with things to hide are those most 
interested in keeping dirt closets closed to the 
reporter, but more specifically, to those they 
represent. 
We agree with U.S. Senator Sam Ervin, one 
of the foremost authorities on the Constitution 
in Congress, when he recently stated that the 
Nixon administration is the most repressive of 
basic rights in the history of the United States. 
We also hope the readers and viewers of the 
media in the country will not volumtarily give 
up one of the most basic freedoms upon which 
the 
United 
States 
is* based 
because 
of 
misinformation and half-truths. 


Rockefeller 


New York— We’ve got to start 
getting revved up in September and 
)y the first of the year we should be 
in high gear. This is the word 
circulating through the remarkable 
political organization Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller has perfected as he 
prepares to run for a fifth term. 
When he finishes 
his fourth term he 
will 
have 
served 
longer 
than 
any 
governor 
of 
any 
state. 
If 
present 
soundings prove out 
there is no reason 
why he should not 
have another four 
years in 
the governor’s chair in Albany. One 
reason 
is the disarray of the 
Democrats, with no opponent visible 
on the 1974 horizon. 
At one point Mayor John V. 
Lindsay 
may 
have 
thought 
of 
opposing his enemy, the governor, 
but that vision seems to be fading. 
The other day with great bitterness 
Lindsay said to a reporter: 
“Why don’t you ever write the 
truth about Nelson? He has a 
personal net worth of $1.25 billon. So 
why shouldn’t he spend $15 million 
of his own money to get elected?” 
There is no doubt that a great deal 
of Rockefeller money, both from the 
governor’s personal fortune and 
from members of his clannish, loyal 
family, has gone to fertilize the 
Rockefeller organization. One inside 
estimate is that the 1970 campaign 
cost nearer $20 million than $15 
million. The governor’s stepmother, 
the late Mrs. John D. Rockefeller 
Jr., made a contribution of $1.4 
million 
and, 
in 
an exceptional 
exercise 
of 
honesty 
in 
these 
matters, paid a gift tax on it of 
$900,000. 
With some glaring exceptions 
Rockefeller 
has 
been 
a 
good 
governor. 
In 
the 
cynical 
view 
prevailing in the era of the politics 
of big money he is so rich he doesn’t 
need graft. So far as an outside 
observer can tell, his has been a 
clean administration. His veto of the 
bill 
passed 
by 
the 
legislature 
repealing New York’s liberalized 
abortion law was a courageous 
affirmation of the right of the 
individual. 
As the revving up begins, what the 
governor is saying seems to belie 
what 
he 
has 
been 
doing. 
His 
proposal 
recently that all drug 
pushers, whatever the seriousness 
of 
their offense, 
their age or 


previous record, be sentenced to life 
imprisonment without parole must 
be taken as a political ploy. 
It is politically motivated, in the 
tough law-and-order context, since 
the prisons could not hold such a 
volume of lifers and, given their 
present condition as schools for 
crime, the condemned lifers would 
be an excellent permanent faculty. 
As was shown in the fumbling way 
the 
Attica 
prison 
revolt 
was 
handled, prisons and crime are the 
governor’s weak point. 
Rockefeller and President Nixon 
are doing a point counterpoint on the 
law-and-order theme. 
While the 
President’s recent message was 
tough enough, with the call for 
mandatory 
death 
sentences 
for 
certain crimes, his position on drug 
offenders was more reasonable. He 
would impose life sentences without 
parole only on big-time offenders 
convicted of a second offense. That 
is not an impossible proposal. 


With 
their 
acutely 
turned 
antennae, 
both 
these 
highly 
successful politicians know that a 
tough 
line on law-and-order 
is 
strongly supported by the great 
silent majority. But Mr. Nixon s re- 
election 
last 
fall 
was 
such 
a 
foregone conclusion that, if he had 
wanted to, he could have taken a 
reasonable, constructive line rather 
than a tough one. 


Today the governor's return to 
office next year seems so assured 
that political ploys are not only 
su p e rflu o u s 
but 
a 
se rio u s 
impediment to future action that 
might 
go contrary 
to political 
pronouncements. Inside observers 
here do not write off Rockefeller’s 
hopes 
to 
run 
again 
for 
the 
presidency in 1976 when he will be 68 
years old, a very young 68. If nothing 
else, 
th is 
proves 
th a t 
the 
presidential virus is incurable. 
Not long ago here in New York 
Rockefeller 
and 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan met at a congenial private 
)arty. They engaged in a kind of 
lands 
across 
the 
continent 
of 
mutual admiration. The company 
that heard them felt this portended 
something significant for 1976. They 
both declared in an effusion of good 
will that if they had known more 
about 
each 
other 
in 
1968 
the 
convention 
which 
nom inated 
Richard Nixon might have turned 
out differently. 
A Rockefeller-Reagan ticket next 
time? 
Or a Reagan-Rockefeller 
ticket? Both men with such strong 
pride of place, it may be argued, 
would be unwilling to be No. 2. Yet 
in 
these 
strange 
times, 
with 
Rockefeller moving to take control 
of the city as well as the state by 
backing a Democrat, Robert F. 
Wagner, anything can happen.

the year 2000, (according to the 
AEC), few people will be more than 
a few 
miles from a potential 
radioactive holocaust. 
There 
are several compelling 
situations that frame the need for 
deep public concern: 
1) The emergency core coolant 
systems (ECCS) in contemporary 
nuclear plants are defective or, at 
the 
very 
least, 
unacceptably 
unpredictable. 
Some plants 
are 
being derated (reduced in power) on 
AEC orders. The ECCS are the fail­ 
safe back-up systems to prevent a 
reactor core meltdown and the 
resulting 
escape 
of 
radioactive 
gases from the plant into the 
environment where people live and 
work. Should such a “ big accident” , 
as it is called, occur in one plant 
near 
a 
city, 
acute 
radiation 
poisoning 
will 
produce tens of 
thousands of fata ities, many more 
injuries, damage to the genetic pool 
and billions of dollars in property 
damage. 
2) The AEC has acknowledged no 
present technical or economically 
feasible way to permanently dispose 
safely the hot radioactive wastes. 
These wastes are now transported 
and temporarily stored in a manner 
both precarious and vulnerable, 
given their lethal persistence for 
thousands of years. 
3) Low level radiation hazards 
from these power plants are more 
serious than the AEC was willing to 
admit four years ago before two of 
their own scientists Gofman and 
Tamplin, 
produced 
controversial 
but 
credible 
estimates 
of 
the 
casualty levels if radiation doses 
permitted under the then AEC 
standards for allowable 
radiation 
were delivered. 
4) The proposed breeder reactors, 
slated for construction in the 1980’s 
and beyond will produce the deadly 
Plutonium 239 and other potential 
perils greater than present day 
reactor design. With a millionth of 
a gram sufficient for a fatal dose, 
the consequences of a mistake or 
theft of nuclear materials should be 
intolerable. 
5) 
The 
exposure 
of 
widely 
dispersed and decentralized nuclear 
technology 
to 
sabotage 
poses 
uncontrollable risks and costs on 
these 
power 
systems 
and 
the 
government. 
Nuclear 
materials 
have been lost or mislaid in the past 
by the AEC. Imagine the potential 
for such losses or appropriation for 
nefarious 
purposes 
when 
many 
companies are in control of such 
materials. 
' 
6) 
Even 
utility 
company 
executives are grumbling publicly 
over defective reactor design, lower 
than planned utilization levels of 
these plants and their excessive 
repair costs and breakdown delays. 


One 
plant, 
the 
Fermi 
breeder 
reacto r 
outside 
of 
D etroit, 
experienced 
a 
serious 
accident 
about six years ago and is shut down 
perm anently. 
The 
spiral 
of 
operating costs may yet prove to be 
the condition which makes the 
utilities rethink their future energy 
plans. 


7) From the beginning, insurance 
companies have avoided nuclear 
plants like the plague. By law, there 
is a strict liability ceiling of $560 
million per accident, of which the 
government will cover up to $490 
million. Back in 1957, the AEC 
estimated property damage of $7 
billion from one big accident when 
reactors were much smaller. If the 
insurance industry has not wanted 
the business at any price, the public 
has a right to know why. 
S t a t e m e n t s 
by 
p r o m i n e n t 
s c i e n t i s t s 
qu es tioning 
the 
unrealistic assumptions of perfect 
safeguards and societal stability 
underlying the nuclear power drive 
are increasing. Many within the 
AEC are having strong doubts about 
such great government reliance on 
nuclear fission as the nation’s main 


future energy source. Presently, 
nuclear plants supply less than 4 
percent of the nation’s electric 
power. 
There have also been numerous 
scientific articles and symposia 
drawing attention to other practical, 
safer and abundant sources of 
energy. These sources include solar 
energy (available now for space and 
hot 
water 
heating) 
geothermal 
energy, gasification of coal, fuel 
cell, 
and 
available 
cleaner 
c o m b u s t i o n 
p r o c e s s e s 
for 
conventional coal burning plants. 
What is needed is federal research 
and implementation, as proposed in 
a bill sponsored by Senator Warren 
Magnuson. 
Tragically, 
most 
government funds now go into 
nuclear fission development. 
Something else is needed. More 
nuclear 
energy 
scientists 
and 
government officials should heed 
Alfred North Whitehead’s dictum 
about keeping open “options for 
revision.” Such wisdom might also 
apply 
to 
the 
neglectful 
Joint 
Congressional 
Com m ittee 
on 
Atomic Energy and the new AEC 
Chairwoman, Dixie Lee Ray.
